not teach or suggest the features of claim or the newly added features. No other found prior art of 
record teaches or fairly suggests the combination of claimed elements wherein: 

checking the bank notes with comparative data stored by the bank note processing 
machine and derived from authentic bank notes and known forgeries, wherein the comparative 
data is produced by capturing features selected from the group consisting of printing inks with 
special optical and/or magnetic properties, metallic or magnetic security threads, paper used for 
the bank notes being free of brighteners, information contained in an electrical circuit, bank note 
size, printing pattern, colors, optical appearance, and combinations thereof; and 
using additional comparative data for new types of forgeries, which are not recognized based on 
the comparative data derived from authentic bank notes and known forgeries; 
wherein the bank notes to be checked are compared with both the comparative data and the 
additional comparative data for new types of forgeries so as to determine whether a forged bank 
note is present 

The Examiner finds no reason or motivation to combine the above references in an obviousness 
rejection thus placing the application in condition for allowance.
